MAY IT PLEASE YOUR EXCELLENCY, 

W E the undersigned, Commissioner, s of Education in Trekmd, nominated and 
appoiutecl under the provisions of an Act of Parliament, passed in tlie fifty- 
third year of the Reign of His present Majesty, intituled, “ An Act for the ap- 
“ pointinent of Commissioners for the regulation of the Endowed Schools of 
“ Public and Private Foundation, in Ireland ,’’ — Beg leave, in pursuance of the duty 
imposed upon us by tliesaid Act, to make a General Report to Your Excellency, ot 
our I’roeeerlings from the date of the last Report, to the u.'ith of March l8lC- 

Arid, the Schools of Royal Foundation claiming precedence, in the order of 
our Report; we beg leave to state to Your Excellency, that the exchange of a 
portioii of the Scliool Lands of Camn, for certain of the Lands belonging to the 
Sec of K'dmore, (as alluded to in our last Report,) for tlie purpose of erecting a 
School House thereon, has not been effected ; because that a value had been at- 
tached to the Interests of the Undertenants of the See of Kilmore, by a Jury im- 
pannelled for the purpose of estimating the same ; whiclr has appeared excessive 
in our opinion, and consequently been rejected by us, on tliat account. ^ The Com- 
missioners have since entered into a negociation with the Earl of larnham, for 
the purpose of obtaining an eligible site for a School House on a part of bis 
Lordship's Estate in the vicinity of the Town of Ciccan, and are engaged in the 
consideration and comparison of such an arrangement, witli others which have 
suggested themselves to the Board ; and tlieir Architect, in obedience to the orders 
of the Board, has furnished a Plan for the intended School House and Offices, 
winch lias been approved of by the Commissioners, and the estimated expense 
of wliicli, is rated at seven thousand ciglit hundred and eighty-live pounds sterling. 

We have further to report, that the surveys of the School Estates of Camn and 
Carm/brt, have been completed since our last Report, and a valuation of the for- 
mer 'has been made for the purpose of its being relet. The surveys of the 
EnnishUiat ami .Itup/ine School Lands, have been undertaken, and the season ot the 
year alone retards their execution. 

Wo have further to report to Your Excellency, that the Plans of the Houses in 
the Town of Banaaher, vvliercin the School is kept (and of which mention had been 
made in our Report of the 25th March 1814.) have fieen furnislied by our Archi- 
tect, who has reported in a favourable manner of the state of repair, clean order, 
and general coinmodiousness of those Buildings. 

AVe have further to report to Your Excellency, that having directed our Archi- 
tect to examine and report upon the Buildings and Improvements made to the School 
House of Dungannon, by the present Master, since the period of his appointmen ^ 
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he has accordingly reported, and certified to us, that the sum of two thousand and 
forty-one pounds two shillings and eleven-pence, was tlie value of such penimnent 
and useful Iluildings or Improvements as had been etfected by Doctor I)a\c(hill \ 
and there appearing to have been already received of that amount, from Ids CJrace 
the Lord Primate (out of the Funds of the School, then at his Grace's disposal) 
the sum of one thousand and forty-eight pounds; the Commissioners have caused 
the Piilance, being nine hundred and ninety-three pounds two .shillings and 
eleven-pence, to be paid over to the Master. 

"We have further to report to Your Excellency, that in conformity to our Ojdnion 
on the subject of the affairs of Hc:wctson& School (as given in our last Report,) the 
• application of tlie Rents and Funds of that Trust, has been made the subject of an 
Information filed by His Majesty’s Attorney General in the Court of Cliancery, at 
our instance, against the Trustees of that Endowment; to which lufurination tlie 
Trustees have severally put in their respective Answers, whereto tlic Commissioners 
have rejoined, and it is hoped the Cause will he heard in the ensuing Term ; (pend- 
ing which, the House and Lands have been let, under an Ordcr'of the (.'tjurt of 
Chancery.) 

We have furtlicr to report to Your Excellency, that Your Excellency lmvin<>' 
given the necessary dii-cctions to the Lords of tlie Treasury, to issue an ’mlvance 
of the sum of three hundred pounds towards the repairs of the Scliool House of 
Dundalk, to be repaired by annual Instalments of ten pounds per centum, jiroperly 
secured ; and such advance having been made accordingly, those Repairs have beem 
completed; and, on examination by the Architect of the Commissioners, have Ijccii 
by him reported good and permanent, and that the Builder has given fair value for 
his Estimate. 



We beg leave further to report to Your Excellency, that pursuant to the Decree 
had in the cause of the Board of Charitable Donations and Borpicsts against the 
Trustees of the late Escpiire, of Tullftviui tlio Deed assigning tiie 

charge of four thousand pounds sterling on the Estate of Mr. Nabill, of the County 
of Camii, and which sum is that w-itli which the Scliool of Tultirc'm was endoweil Ijy 
the late Mr. Moore, lias been duly executed by Mr. J. U. Cotlingham, (liui Exccu- 
torof his Will,) to the Trustees of the School Fund of Tull, mm ; together with 
sundry Judgments, amounting to live hundred pounds, towards discharging, in part, 
the sum of five thousand pounds, for whicii the Decree was had, in tiio Cause be- 
fore mentioned ; and the sums so obtained, have been directed to be vested in Govern- 
ment Securities, in common witli all other sums, the produce of tlic otlier , Scliool 
Estates, (lodged from time to time in the Bank of Irelaml, by tlio several .f.taits to 
such School Estates as have liitlierto come under tlie coiitroul and iminavcniciit ul' 
the Board;) and our Solicitor has iieen directed to procure an immediate I'miiidatiuii 
of the Balance as yet undischarged And a Plan for a Scliool House hciitoliiriiislied 
at the estimated expense of one tlioiisand five liundrcd pounds, and approved of hv tiu’ 
Board, a site has been recently elioscn on certain land of Mr. Moore Bmi/e eoni dn 
ing two acres three roods and tliirtyperciies, ibr wliieh a Lease lias becai agreed on 
with Mr. Hoyle, and the Building will he coimiiciiccd immediately after its execution. 

Y™-- Kttcellency. that seven hundred ponnd.s.

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We beg leave to report to Your Excellency, that the principal sums of two 
liundred, and one hundred pounds, (comprising the Trust Funds of the Schools 
of Fcthard and Batlintemplc, ) have been paid in by the Reverend William Armstrong, 
and (being converted into Government Stock,) placed in the Bank of Ireland to the 
credit of these Schools: and the Interest due thereon, (when paid in,) be devoted 
to the objects of those several Endowments. 

And we beg_ leave further to report to Your Excellency, tliut inconsequence 
of our determination, expressed in our former Report, to render “effectively 
useful” the Establishment, (at Nava)i) of a Mercantile School, (an Institution which 
we have already reported to Your Excellency) to be considered by the Board, most 
suitable to the situation and circumstances of that place) two visitations of that 
School liave been Jicld since the date of our last Report ; and the result of the first 
has been the dismissal of the Master, appointed (by the Trustees under the wall of 
Alderman upon the removal of the Reverend Francis Hamilton-, he having 

declineil to conduct that Establishment as a Mercantile School ; and the qualifica- 
tions of the person subsequently appointed to succeed him, having been examined 
into at a second visitation ; the result of the latter, united to considerations already 
detailed in our Reports, and in the Second Rej)ort of the former Board of Educa- 
tion, have engaged the Commissioners without loss of time, to apply to the Court 
of Chancery by Petition, (under the Provisions of the Act of the 53d of His 
I)rescnt IMajesty) praying “ that the Trustees may be removed from the conduct 
and management of that School, and the School of Ballproan, (also alluded to in 
the saiil Report,) and that the Trusts of the Endowment thereof, may be vested 
in the Commissioners of Education.” And the Trustees havin" replied to the 
matter of the Clinrges set forth in the Petition of the Board; the decision of the 
Court of Chancery is awaited by the Commissioners ; the cause standing over 
until next Easter Term. 

And lastly, we beg leave to report to Your Excellency, that the Reverend James 
Corcoran having applied to Your Excellency by IMcmoi’ial fora renewal of the Grant 
made in time past by the Earl of Chesterjidd, of certain Lands annexed to the 
Castle of JFicklow, for the support of a Classical School in said Town; and Your 
Excellency liaving been pleased to require the approbation of the Commissioners 
of Education, prior to Your Excellency’s acceding to the prayer of the Memo- 
rialist, (who thereupon made application to this Board, and has satisfied them 
with regard to his character and abilities :) the Commissioners of Education have 
accordingly (in obedient attention to tlie reference of Your Excellency,) humbly 
represented to Your Excellency by Memorial, their opinion of the advantages which 
they humbly conceive must accrue from a continuance of the annexation of the 
Castle Lands of Wickloiv, to a Classical School to be maintained in that Town, 
and have added their humble recommendation and request, that Your Excellency 
may be pleased to appoint the Reverend James Corcoran to be Master of such 
Classical School together with all such profits and advantages as were formerly 
enjoyed by the Master of the School of Wicklow. 

Having reported to Your Excellency upon .such matters (which have employed 
the Comini.ssioncr.s since the date of our last Report), as were in a state of progress 
fit to be submitted to Your ]!'.xcellency ; wc defer making any particular Report on 
various other objects of enquiry and regulation, until the latter shall become more 
umliired, and therefore better qualified to claim Your Excellency's notice.
